Would you bind a soldier's 
wounds? Who wouldn’t! While we 
can’t all be Florence Nightingales 
on the field of battle, we CAN give 
of our time to the making of sur- 
gical dressings which will be our 
own contribution toward the saving 
of lives of our wounded service- 
men. 


The Red Cross Chapter announces 

that 180,000 surgical dressings are 
needed by the first of January. 
This is a quota of 60,000 for each 
month. To fill this quota it is nec- 
essary that every woman work 
toward that end. Even one hour a 
week given by a sufficient number 
of women will complete the 6,000 
working hours needed to turn out 
the 180,000 dressings. 

Then Menlo-Park-Atherton Sur- 
gical Dressing unit is located on 
Arbor Road just off Valparaiso and 
meets from 10 to 4 Wednesdays and 
Fridays and 7:30 p.m. to 9:30 p.m. 
on Thursday. 

There is no one who cannot learn 
to fold dressings. It is simple work 
in congenial surroundings, and it 
is a direct personal contribution to 
the men and women in our armed 
forces. With increased military ac- 
tivity the need for dressings grows 
daily, a need which will not termi- 
nate with the end of the war but 
will continue for many months af- 
ter. 

The surgical dressings staff in- 
cludes Mrs. E. C. LaMontagne, 
chairman, assisted by Mesdames

What to do with a cabin that 
was moved on a lot on Olive street 
that was to have been occupied by 
a young naval officer and family, 
was the problem set before the City 
Council at their meeting Monday 
night. It seems that Lt. Robert 
Sherman, veteran of World War II, 
purchased a lot Olive avenue, 
and wanted to move a little cabin- 
type house from his parents place 
in Atherton, to provide a temporary 
home for the duration. Before the 
move was made he contacted the 
former building inspector, Eugene 
Folsom, for a permit. Since the 
cabin was not up to the building 
standards, a permit was not issued 
but Sherman stated that Folsom, 
after inspecting the cabin and the 
place intended to move it gave him 
verbal permission. Thinking this 
was sufficient, Sherman hired the 
cabin moved at the cost of $180 
dollars. In the meantime Eugene 
Folsom resigned and Max Meilke, 
the temporary building inspector, 
acting on the word of several dis- 
satisfied property owners in the vi- 
cinity of the house, informed Sher- 
man he would have to move it from 
the premises. Sherman explained 
the situation but laws were laws and 
they would not permit the cabin 
being moved there. This was all 
presented before the council by Lt. 
Sherman asking if there wasn’t 
some way they could allow him to 
occupy the house for the duration. 

He said he would sign an agree- 
ment to tear down the house after 
the war and clean the place up so 
it would be presentable. 


There were arguments pro and 
con whether to grant permission or 
not. An adjoining neighbor said he 
had just returned from Seattle and 
found that “box” sitting on the 
lot next door and couldn’t see any 
excuse for allowing it to remain 
there. In answer to this, another 
party said, “that if it wasn’t for

The council instructed Sherman 
to contact all the neighbors affect- 
ed by the cabin’s presence and ex- 
plain the situation. If they were 
favorable, permission might be 
granted for the duration, with its 
removal or destruction after the 
war.
